FOR A NEW CAPITOL. 

Hills Introduced on Wednesday 
to Make the Appropriation. 

On Wednesday two bills were 
introduced in the Senate to pro- 
vide for the erection of a new 
State Capitol building in this 
city. One was presented by Sen 
ator Thos. H. Hays, of Louis 
ville, and the other by our own 
Senator, Hon. W. W. Stephi 
son. That introduced by Senator 
Hays provides for the construction 
of another wing (west wing) to 
the Capitol. It provides that 

$ be appropriated out of 

any money on hand or that may 
come into the Treasury not other 
wise appropriated. Commission 
ers are to be appointed to contract 
for and conduct the improvement. 
The commissioners are authorized 
to consider and include in any 
contract they may make the labor 
of convicts, requiring the contractor 
to pay a reasonable hire for them to 
be deducted out of the amount to 
be paid to the contractor. 

Senator Stephenson's bill makes 
provision for the completion and 
erection of Capitol buildings. It 
provides (or the incorporation as a 
body politic, to be known as the 
Board of State House Com- 
missioners, of R. P, Jacobs, of 
Boyle county; George V. Payne, 
of Scott county; Ephraim Sayre, 
of Fayette county; George W. 



Morri?, of Jefferson county; W. 
L. Dulaney, of Warren county; 
Gen. D. W. Lindsey and Dr. E. 
E. Hume, of Franklin county. 
They are to meet the first Tues- 
day in July to organize, and are 
authorized to employ a secretary 
at $ i , 200 a year; also to employ 
assistants and architects. 

It shall be the duty of this 
board to put in repair and com 
plete the State House and public 
offices on the Capitol Square, at a 
cost not exceeding $ 1,000,000. 
The bill goes into details about 
letting of contracts and the nature 
of the improvements. To enable 
the board to carry out the object 
and purposes of the act there "is 
appropriated out of any money in 
Treasury not otherwise appro 
priated during the fiscal year 
1894-5 the sum of gioo.000 and 
5200,000 each for the four suc- 
ceeding fiscal years, and $100,000 
the fifth year." The members 
are to receive no compensation, 
but will be allowed mileage at the 
rate allowed members of the Gen 
eral Assembly.

Onwnl Comment. 

The Hawaiian question has assumed 
renewed prominence this week from 
the news which reached the daily 
papers Tuesday that Minister Willis 
had demanded the restoration of 
Queen Lilioukalani, and that the Pro- 
visional Government of the islands 
had refused to acceed to the demand, 
even when Mr. Willis threatened to 
use the Naval Force of his country to 
enforce it. At the time the press 
advices left Honolulu no further I 
trouble had arisen, and the general 
opinion there was that the threats of 
using force were merely a bluff, and 
that having been "called" the Minis- 
ter would await further instructions 
from home before making a new 
move. These advices have not as 
yet been officially confirmed. Mr. 
Willis' dispatches not having reach- 
ed the State Department. 

It would he interesting to learn the 
real condition of affairs in Hawaii 
since the landing of the Marines 
from the U. S. ships, and the exact 
status of the causes which led to that 
action. The reports and utterances 
of the two men who had the most to 
do with present uncertainty in the 
public mind, Messrs Stevens and 
Blount, are so opposed to each other, 
both in general tenor and in details, 
that unless the reader has such vio- 
lent prejudices that he accepts all 
. one has to say and rejects all the 
other claims, it is imposible to form 
an opinion. If we consider, however, 
the condition of civilization in the 
islands at the beginning of the cen- 
tury, and the utter impossibility of 
the natives' having so far advanced 
in education and culture in the inter- 
val is to be capable of intelligent self- 
government, the force of much that 
Mr. Blount alleges is greatly weak- 
ened, granting that it is all true. 
Not even Mr. Blount denies that the 
majority of the white residents of 
the islands are against Queen Liliou- 
kalani, and it is hardly probable that 
the natives are much concerned, so 



ing with his satanic majesty, but to an 
unprejudiced mind there is no neces- 
sity for regarding Catholicism as 
the arch enemy in disguise. The 
influence of Rome in politics, one 
way or the other, is not so great in 
this country as to call for extreme 
measures, although the existence of 
any such influence on the part of the 
catholic or any other church, as a 
church, is to be deprecated.

Chairman of the Committee. 

The ' Prince of India." Gen. Lew 
Wallace's latest novel, has more food 
for thought and research into histori- 
cal matters in it than any other bnuk 
which I remember to have seen for 
many year*. For instance, in de- 
scribing the model of Solomon's 
Temple which the Prince is said to 
have found in the tomb ol Hiram, 
King of Tyre, he says that it would 
have delighted the soul of Cellini. 
How many readers of the book knew 
who Cellini was? The history of this 
remarkable man in itself would make 
a most exciting novel, and it will re- 
pay any casual reader to lay aside 
even such an interesting book as the 
"Prince" to find out what the 
cyclopedias say of him. Nor is this 
the only instance where the General's 
consummate knowledge of history 
becomes apparent. There is scarcely 
a chapter in the book that does not 
mention some name or fact, proper 
comprehension of which will re- 
quire the use of books of reference 
by the reader. There were many 
such I passed in my reading without 
even noticing, but it took me three 
weeks to finish the book, and the 
interest did not flag in the least; it 
was the rather heightened by as 
thorough an acquaintance as I was 
able to obtain with facts and persons 
but casually mentioned in the text. 
I do not think tbe style of language 
in the Prince of India is so lofty as in 
Gen. Wallase's other great book, 
BenjHur, but as an historical novel 
my humble opinion is that it will live 
as long as the English language exists.

The Circuit Covirt has been 0C 
cupied this week with the trial of 
civil cases, some of them of little 
importance. In the suit of Kinney 
v. L. & N. Railroad the jury, 
upon peremptory instructions of 
the Judge, found for the defendant. 
In the habeas corpus case of 
Thompson v. Hockensmith, for 
the possession of a child, the 
court ordered that the child re- 
main in the custody of its grand 
parents, Hockensmith and wife, 
until it was older. 

Thursday afternoon the con- 
tested election cases of the candi- 
dates for Mayor and City Council 
were reached and were taken up 
at the night session. Argument 
f fen the motion to dissolve the 
^Republican injunction on the 
whole case in the Council contest 
was first heard and then the 
Mayor's case was taken up. The 
balance of the time until the 
adjourning hour was occupied in 
reading v the papers and depositions 
in the' 'case and then the matter 
was continued and probably may 
come up again to-day. 

The United States Court has 
also been trying civil cases this 
week. In the suit of the Colum 
bian Finance and Trust Co. v. The 
Mingo Mountain Coal and Coke 
Co. O. M. Woodberry, of Mid- 
dlesborough, was appointed re- 
ceiver. In the damage suit of 
White, adm'r of Green Kennedy, 
v. E. T., V. & G. Railroad Co. 
the jury brought in a verdict of 
$4*500 for plaintiff. Bennett & 
Witte, of Cincinnati, sued A. H. 
Rennebaum, of Middlesborough, 
for $4,000 worth of lumber, and 
the jury gave them the lumber 
and $100 damages. The jury in 
the case of Mulcahy v. The 
Mayor, Chief of Police and City 
of Lexington for $io, 000 damages 
hung. It is understood that eight 
of the jurors were for a nominal 
sum but four were opposed to 
giving judgment for one cent. 

The case of Mrs. Farra v. C. 
N. O. & T P. Railroad Co. was 
taken up yesterday. It will be 
remembered that a vehicle con- 
taining Mrs. Farra and her chil- 
dren was run into at a turnpike 
crossing near Nicholasville by a 
special train on the Cincinnati 
Southern Railroad, carrying ex 
cursionists to New Orleans to 
witness the Corbett-Sullivan prize 
fight. Mrs. Farra and one child 
were badly injured and one child 
was.killed. Mrs. Farra brought 
th*2 suits against the road— one 
for herself, one for the child 
figured and one for the death of 
her child— claiming damages of 
about $20,000 in each case. The 
the trial of these cases will pro- 
long the term of the court into 
next week.

I dropped the stripes, 
got into the clothes, picked up a 
plank and walked out right past 
Tom South and two other guards 
up the hill to the Arsenal 
where I threw away my plank and 
found a skiff on the river bank in 
which I crossed the river and got 
a ride to Lawrenceburg that even- 
ing, and then hoofed it through 
Harrodsburg to Danville that 
night, boarded a freight train go- 
ing to Chattanooga and got there 
the next morning, met with an 
old railroad friend who took me to 
New Orleans that night where I 
got on a boat going to Galveston. " , 
Quite a number of Frankfort 
citizens will remember about a 
convict on the South building 
being lost in the cellar.
